Scope of  Anti-Injunction 
Measure Revealed 
Declared to Limit Courts in 
Thirty Actions

CUPID’S PASSING 


BY EXPLAINED 


College Women’s Failure to Meet Right Man Chief Cause 
of Their Spinsterhood, According to Answers 
: Given in Eastern Survey 


NEW YORE, Feb. 17. (Exclusive)— 
The chief reason why college women 
do not marry is that they don’t hap- 
pen to meet the right man, not be- 
cause they are rendered less attrac- 
tive by reason of their college edu- 
cation, says Dr. Katharine Bement 
Davis, for ten years general secre- 
tary of the New York Bureau of Bo- 


cial Hygiene, who has just completed 
a survey to determine the cause of 
spinsterhood among educated women. 

Data on which Miss Davis bases 
her findings were secured by means 
of questionnaires sent to 1200 col- 
jege women. “he replies all were 
anonymous, so that the individuals 
tested felt complete freedom in put- 
ting down the answers. 

“Never met the right man,” is the 
most prevalent answer accounting for 
more than 28 per cent of the spin- 
sters. The desire for a career de- 
terred: only 2 per cent from taking 
&® husband, while less than 1 per 
cent prefer “freedom” to marriage. 
This, Miss Davis points out, is rath- 
er surprising in view of the = great 
protests raised ‘n some quarters to- 
day against women giving up mar- 
riage for economic independence.

“The only generalization that can 
be made as to why they failed to 
marry,” she says, “is that it is im- 
possible to generalize. Yet we can 
summarize within limita.
